dust mulch; for it is this and this 
only that will head off the dry 
weather and hot winds. 
Now let me say what I think is 
a perfect mulch. The whole sur­ 
face of the field covered with a 
layer of finely pulverized, perfect­ 
ly dry dust or dirt. 
But you say can 1 get that thing? 
Of course you can, very easily. 
An honest application 
of the 
float will certainly win out. Now, 
the fellow that half tries, or runs 
over it will he alongside of the fel­ 
low that half cultivates. HE WILL 
GET LEFT. 
Don’t allow any cracks to ap­ 
pear. At first sign of them coming 
start the float and if you have a 
season at the time you will most 
certainly get there. 
And right here I want to say a 
word about the effectiveness of 
this mulch.
